Nanking, Oct. 7 (UP).—The 
Initiative in China's turbulent 
internal political situation ‘ap- 
pears to rest with the Com- 
munists negotiator, Gen Chou 
En-lai. : 

There fs Indication here that the 
Generalissimo has voftened the posi- 
tlon folloWlng a lengthy secret con: 
ference between Gen‘ Marshalt and 
Ambassador Stuart from which 
comes a new compromise proposal. 

The Communist delegation in 
Nanking sent. special courier to 
Shanghal to deliver the latest 
proposal to Gen Chou. The proposi- 
tion is believed almost certainly to 
have been approved in advance by 
the Generalissimo. ‘Observers sald 
Gen Chou's reply could change the 
gloomy picture or worsen ‘it If a 
negatlve answer is forthcoming. 

Presumably, due to Gen Chou's 
insistence, the Kalyzan drive must be 
enlled off os a’ prelude to uny future 
negotiations, and only President 
Chinng's promise to halt the Kalgan 
push with & geperal cenase-fre later 
could alleviate the situation. 

The terms of yesterday's proposal 
were guarded with utmost secrecy.
